Two Great Bar Cookies 

Cookies are good any time of year, of course, but there is something about the 
spirit of sharing that makes cookies especially useful at Christmas time.' They share 
so much further than other types of baked goods '<>'■ Here are two recipes that are com- 
paritively easy to make and are both different and delicious. 

Lemon Bars 

Crust: \ cup butter (\ lb) 1 cup flour \ cup powdered sugar 

Mix together with pastry blender until fine crumbs* Put into an 8 11 x 8" pan 
and bake at 350° for 15 minutes, While this is baking prepare the filling. 

Filling: 2eggs, slightly beaten • |f tsp baking powder 

2 Tbs lemon juice 2 Tbs flour 

^ tsp grated lemon rind 1 cup sugar 

Mix all ingredients together and pour over the crust. Bake at 350° for 25 minutes* 
After removing from the- oven, sprinkle with powdered' sugar* Let cool and cut into bars, 
I usually double the recipe and bake in a 9 n x 13 H pyrex baking dish. 

Seven Layer Bars 

In the bottom of a 9 n x 13 n baking dish combine \ lb melted butter and 2 cups 
graham cracker crumbs. Then layer the following in the order given: 

1 602 pack of semi sweet chocolate chips 
1 602 pack of butterscotch chips 
1 cup ■ angel flake coconut. 

1 can sweetened condensed milk (Eagle Brand) 
, 1 cup chopped nuts 

Bake 25 to 30 minutes at 325° # Let cool for 10 to 15 minutes and then cut into 
bars but do not remove them from the baking dish, "When cool, recut along the same lines 
and remove. ' 

There is a -minor mystery here. "Where is the seventh layer? The recipe is written 
doxm exactly as my mother gave it to me — and I 'have. made- them many times — but I can 
only count six "layers"." I must- conclude that (l) my mother can f t count, (2) she 
left out an ingredient, or (3) she counted the mix of the butter and graham cracker 
crumbs as two layers. Since the first two are unthinkable, I'll have to go along 
with the third, .Anyway, they are good and you can achieve the reputation of being 
a great cook — at least, baker — overnight by passing around these goodies.

Rod has a strange idea of what consists of u brief ,r houserules. For example, my 
own house rules consist of two pages of highly-packed elite type which covers most of 
the points that Rod's do except the examples of disputed moves (Pandin's Paradox, 
Walker's Dilemma, Coastal Crawl, etc.)* Not surprising since I used the Erehwon and 
Grendel Press House Rules as guides to my own* 

The sad thing is— and what also makes Rod's^article so important — that my House 
Rules, which he regards as brief, dwarf most other QW s House Rules and come off as 
a virtual paragon of perfection, And mine had a hole in then — how many other GMs 
with only a page or less are going to have even worse problems? 

As one who learned the hard way, one can try very hard to make one T s house rules 
complete and unambiguous, but there is no substitute for experience. Unless, of course, 
someone can provide that experience for you from his own, I think most gamemasters 
should take_ a look at Rod's house rules and compare them to his own. Most of us could 
profit by it. 

And no, Rod., I'm not typing up five extra pages for paradoxes and dilemmas for 
an ything . I did (and do) use yours.
